35, Confequence to other Nations as it is to this; and when it 
comes to be really in Danger, it is not to be queftioned but 
we fhall find other Powers as ready to join with us as we 
are to join with them, for its Prefervation ; and unlefs we 
fhew too much Readinefs to bear all the Expence, it is alfa 
certain, that thofe who are in equal Danger will never ree 
fufe to bear their proportionable Share of the Expence. Bat 
if ever this Nation fhould fet itfelf up as the Don Quixote 
of Europe, we may then cxpeét that moft of the Powers of 
Europe, who are not immediately attacked, will leave the 
whole Burden upon us ; and this, I am afraid, is too much 
the Cafe at prefent ; for as our Neighbours the Dutch zre 
more expofed to the Danger than we are, I muft conclude 
from their Inaétivity, that cither they do not think the Ba- 
Tance af Power in Danger, or otherwife we have given them 
Room to believe that we will take upon us the Defence of 
this Balance, without putting them to any Trouble or Ex- 
pence ; and for this Reafon ¥ think it is become abfolutely 
neceflary for us to give fome {uch Recommendations to his 
Majefty, as is propofed by this Amendment, in order to 
convince the World, that we are refolv’d not to fet ourfelves 
up as the Dupes of Europe. Such a Refolution can fub- 
je€ us to no Dependency, becaufe it is a Refolution we can 
alter whenever we have a Mind ; for if fucha Cafe thould 
happen, as it is hardly poftible it ever will, that molt of 
the Nations in Europe fiould refolve to look tamely on, 
and fee the Balance of Power quite overturned, I fhould 
then think it the Duty and the Honour of this Nation, ra- 
ther to play the Don Quixore of Furope, than to {ce our 
own Liberties {wallowed up in the Ruins of thofe of our 
Neighbours.”

But as there are fuch a great Number 
of Voters for every County, as almoft every Freeholder's 
Right of voting mult be examined into, before the Injuftice 
of the Returning Officer can be deteted, and as the nam 
ing of that Returning Officer depends entirely upon the Mi- 
nilters of the Crown, the Eleétion for all the Counties in 
England is certainly very precarious. And when any In- 
jaftice is done, the Difcovering of it is fo troublefome and 
expenfive, that no private Man can well undertake it : In 
fach Circumftances, it will always be eafy for the Minifters 
of the Crown to appoint who {hall be the Knights of any 
Shire, whenever they have a Mind ; for if the Returnin 
Officer makes an undue Return according to their Orders, it 
is almoft impoffible to difcover the Injuftice done by him, fo 
as to fubje&t him to the Punifhment inflicted Law ; and 
if the Returning Officer thould happen to difobey their Or- 
ders, it is but making their Candidates petition, by which 
the Gentlenten rightfully chofen, and duely returned, will be 
put to fuch an Expence in defending their Right, that no

A Fetiion of the ° March 10. A Petition of the Druggifts, and other Deal 
ye; ers in Tea; was prefented to the Houfe, and read; fettin 
utero” forth, * That the Petitioners were induced to hope, that thi 
peda pendclow Interett of the fair Trader in Tea would have been effedu 
bg. ally fecured by an Aé& paffed in the roth Year of his lau 
Majefty, by which an Inland Duty of 43. per Pound wa 
laid on all Tea, without Diftinétion of Quality ; but not- 
withftanding the Regulations made by that Aa, and the 
many Penalties the Smugglers of ‘Tea and their Accomplices 
were liable to by Law, the Petitioners had fatally experien- 
ced, the clandeftine Importation of that Commodity was fo 
far from being prevented, that it was carried on to fuch a 
Degree, that the Petitioners had the ftrongeft Reafon to be 
lieve, near one half of the Tea confumed in this Kingdom 
paid no Doty ; and that the very high Duty of 45. per 
Pound, as well as the Inequality of its being laid, were the

Surely every Gentleman mak 
fee the Fallacy of this Argument: We do not defire to 
take any Revenue from his Majefty, and therefore we are 
not to compute the Lofs he may fuftain by the taking of 

any Revenue from him ; but if any Revenue be taken 
him, the Parliament we fay is obliged to make it good 
only according to that Value which was put upon it by 
the Parliament that granted it, and not according to the

« Again, Sir, upon the Repeal of the late Gin-Aat, the 
Confumption of Spirituous Liquors began to increafe, and 
confequently the Produce of the Duties on fuch Liquors, fo 
that in the Year ended at Midfummer laf they produced 
154.0941. and the Confequence with refpeét to the Excife 
on Beer and Ale we find to be the fame ; for in the Year 
ended at Midfummer laft, it produced but 1,021,370). 
which is 49,8701. lefs than it produced in 1732. From 
all which, Sir, I think it is as plain as Figures can make it, 
that the Cortfumption of Beer and Ale has hitherto always 
decreafed or increafed, as the Confumption of Spirituogs 
Liquors has increafed or decreafed ; and as that has been 
the Cafe in all Time paft, we mutt fuppofe it will be the 
Cafe in all Time to come.

Is not this, | 
as well as the one I have mentioned, one of thofe Accidents, | 
to which the Crown's Right to the Surplus of the Civil Lit 
Revenue always was, and fill is fubjected? And can any 
Gentleman with Reafon fay, that we cannot prohibit the 
Retail of fuch Liquors, without making good to the Civil 
Lift the whole Surplus that has accrued to it, computed at 
a Medium of the Produce of thofe very Years, when the 
Abufe of thofe Liquors was at its higheft Pitch ? 

« The other Queftion, Sir, is, Whether, if by the fame 
Begulation by which the Civil Lift’s Share in fome Duties 
is diminifhed, its Share in other Duties be increafed, the 
Advantage occafioned by that Regulation in one Cafe, ought 
not in Juftice and Honour to be admitted, fo far as it will 
amount, as a Compenfation for the Damage occafioned in 
the other?

Now 
to each of thefe Houfes [ fhall allow but ten Caftomers, 
who are exceflive Drinkers of Gin, fach I call thofe who 
may drink about half a Pint a Day, one Day with another 3 
and ten Cultomers who are moderate Drinkers of that Li- 
quor, fuch I call thofe who do not drink above half a Quar- 
tern a Day, one Day with another. This makes in England 
400,000 exceffive Drinkers, and 400,000 moderate Drinkers 
of Spirituous Liquors ; and confidering how univerfally che 
Cuitom of drinking fuch Liquors has got in among the com- 
mon People, Men, Women and Children, I beliove thh

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‘Anno 9g? + why thould we do an Injury to our Sugar-Planters, ‘till we 
ym are ready to grant them a proper Redrefs ? Why fhould we 
prevent the Sale of their Rum in Great Brituin, “till we have 
made fuch Regulations 2s may enable them to fell it to Ad- 

ivantage at fome other Market ? 
‘We are told, Sir, that our Sugar-Planters might fell 
their Rum much cheaper, and yet have a confiderable yearly 
Profit from their feveral Plantations; but I wih that fort 
Of Reafoning had been founded upon Faéts known to the 
Houfe ; for I believe, if we were to examine our Sugar- 
Planters, they would give us flrong Reafons for convincing 
us, that in their prefent Circum(tances it is impoflible to fell 
their Sugars or Rum cheaper. We all know how dear liviog 
it is in our Sugar-Mlands, what ‘Taxes they pay, and what 
monitrous Prices they give for their Slaves, and for every 
Thing elfe neceflury for the Production of Sugars: ‘We like- 
wife know at what a cheap Rate both Sugars and Rum ate 
fold upon the Spot where they are produced, and if we com- 
pare the Expence and the Profits together, the Impothbility 
Of felling cheaper will fully appear. It certainly would be 
an Advantage to the Nation, to enable our Sagar-Planters to 
fell'their Rum at foreign Markets rather'than in Great Bri- 
tain 5, but it is not the Price the poor Planters fell it at, which

After having thus mentioned to you, Sir, one of the mol 
wndoubted Rights of Parliament, I hall next take Notice 
that by an ancient and moft reafonable Maxim in our Con 
Mitution, the Prince of Wales, the eldelt Son of the King, 
and Heir apparent to the Crown, ought to be made as Free 
and Independent as any other Subject whatever; and for 
that Purpofe he ought not only to have a Provifion fafficiest 
for fupporting the Dignity and Grandeur of his high Birth, 
but that Provifion ought to be fettled upon him im facha 
Manner as to put it out of the Power of, any Perfon to dif: 
appoint him of it: Not only his Title to it ought tobe 
mnade as firm and irrevocable, as any other private Title in 
the Kingdom can be, but he ought at leaft, as foom as be 
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wifeand great King, Sir,.was fo fenfible of the Reafonable: 
nefs of the ancient Maxim of England, with regard vo the 
King’s eldeft Son, that he took Care every future Prince of 
Wales fhould have fomething to depend on, independent of 
his Father, from the very Moment of his Birth; for which 
Parpofe hg fettled by ACtof Parliament the Dutchy of Corn- 
wall in fach a Manner, that the King’s eldeft Son, and Heir 
apparent of the Crown, has ever fince been Duke of 
Cormwall as foon as born, and without any new. Grant 
from the King, from whence has rifen the common Pro- 
verb, Natus off, non datus, dux Cornubia. Some of the 
later Grants of that King might, indeed, proceed from the 
great perfonal Merit of the Son, but the firt Grants could 
not proceed from any {uch Confideration ; they could pro- 
ceed only from his own Wifdom, and from the gener! 
Maxim | have mentioned ; for the Prince was not three Years 
old when his Father fettled upon him by Patent the Earl- 
dom of Chefter, he was but /even Years old when Corewall 
was ereéted intoa Dutchy, and fettled upon him as by AG 
of Parliament as beforementioned; and he was but shirtern 
when the Principality of Wales was fettled upon him. Sooa 
after that time, indeed, his perfonal Merit began to appear: 
But how came it to appear? Its early Appearance did pro- 
ceed, and could only proceed from his Father's having pat 
him fo early into an independent Situation, and from his 
having employ’d him in, and inured him to the Study of 
weighty Affairs, at an Age when moft Princes are induftri- 
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and by tafting in his Youth the Sweets of fuch a delicious 
State, he comes to know the true Value of it, from whence 
he mult neceflarily conclude his Subjeéts will not eafily pare 
with jt, and therefore, when he comes to mount the 
"Throne, he not only knows how to exaét a dutiful Obe- 
dience without expeCing a flavith Submifiion, bathe will 
$n common Prudence content himfelf with the former, be 
eanle he knows he cannot without great Danger aim ar the 
Jaster. ‘Such a Prince will always be fare of being well 
ferved, becaufe he can with Patience receive an ‘aod a 
free Advice from his Miniflers and Favourites: He wall mot 
take it ill to be even controuled by: his Council or his Parle 
ment; whereas a Py ince educated in Slavery, and adi 
to Power, being unacquainted with any Sort of 
but thar he has him(git been bred to, is apt to look 
every honelt Freedom as a Mark of, Difrefpeét or 
wicnce, and as he cannot bear Sincerity, he may expect ae 
ver to meet with it from any of his pretended ~ or 
Favourites. ‘Thus it appears to be requilite both for the 
Honour aud Py alperity of the Prince who is to reign, and 
for the Eafe and Happine® of the People over whom he it 
to reign, that he thould be bred up in a State of Freedom 
land Independency. 
But farther, Sir, even with Regard to the King upon 
the Throne, efpecially in this Nation, the Grandeur aad 
Independency of his Heir Apparent muft be of great Service 
to him, The AffGion and Efteem which the Heir Ap- 
parent acquires among the People, is fo far from being a 
Difadvantage to the King, that it mutt always be, and has 
always been reckoned one of the molt folid Supports of 
the Crown, The great and the wife King Edward Ill. 
was fo far from being jealous of any Glory or Efleem the 
Prince his Scn might acquire, that in the famous Battle of 
.Creffi, he gave his Son the chief Commahd of that Partof 
bis Army which was to attack the Enemy, in order that be 
might have the fole G'ory of the Vidlory, referving 
himfclf only the Command of a great Body in Cafe 
of Accidents; and when Word was brought him that 
his Son was in great Danger, and hardly preffed by the 
Enemy, his Antwer was, / kncav my Eoy bas Courage, let 
Lim but pufh tle Enem, be avill certainly conquer: I am bth 
tor0b him cf any Share of that Glay I ice be is im a fait 
Hay of ob. g.

Profits a Dutch or a Frenchman will gladly invett his Mo- 
ney in the Carrying on of a Manufacture, if he can make 4 
or 6 per Cent. Profit; therefore, fuppofing all other Charges 
equal, a Dutchman or Frenchman will {ell his Mzfufadtures 
to the Merchint Exporter 4 per Cent. cheaper than the 
Eaglifoman will do. Here is an Overload of 4 per Cent. 
upon our Manufiétures at every foreign Market. Again, 
an Engii/o Merchant will not employ his Money in the Ex- 
portation and Saie of our Manufaétures, un!efs he can make 
8 or 10 per Cent. of his Money; a Dutch or a French 
Merchant will employ his Money in the Exportation and 
Sale of the Manufaétures of his Country, if he can thereby 
make but 4 or 6 per Cent. of his Money : Here is an ad- 
ditional Overload of 4 per Cent. upon our Manufaéturcs at 
twery foreign Market; fo that all the Manufactures of 
this Kingdom, by means of the high Rate of [ntereft, carry 
vith them tu every foreign Market, a Load of 8 per Cent. 
ver Annum, more than the Dutch or French Manufadtures 
tarry with them to the fame Market, without mentioning 
he Difference of I'reight, and {everal other additional Over- 
ozds, that natarally arife from the high Interett of Money 
n this Kingdom, above what it is among our Neighbours 
ad Rivals. 

This fingle Advantage, Sir, is of it(clf fufficient to ex. 
lude our Manuizétares from every Market in the World, 
here oar Rivals cin come in Competition with us; but iff 
re confider, what a heavy Load is added to the prime Cot 
f all our Manufactures, by the Taxes laid upon feveral
